lands by concentrated fertilizers\ 

Farmer's of this country are facing: 
the inexorable law that “we have got} 
to get.” Nature has given and wiil 
continue to respond generously H only 
given a change. Our soils gave free- 
ly of their stores of plant foods until, 
after years’ of cultivation, the nutri- 
ments once locked up in the soil being 
gradually absorbed by repeated crop- | 
ping are showing signs of diminishing | 
productiveness, These conditions 
need not continue if proper measures 
are adopted to replace what has been 
removed. 
older countries which have been suc- 
cessfully farmed for hundreds of years 
and are producing as abundantly to- 
‘day as at any time in their histoyy. 
There is a reason for this, scientific 
methods have been ‘learned and ap- 
plied resulting in a steady production 
being maintained. The cultivation.of 
the ‘soil requires as much. technical 
knowledge as any other industry, and 

“when an individual, either by choice | 
or chance, engages im farming, he as- 
sumes the responsibility of making 
fhe most of what the soil will afford. 
The farmer who disregards the teach- 
ing of agricultural science and who 
will not acquaint himself with remed- 
fes for conditions which confront him 
will most surely suffer. the -conse- 
quences of either jencranve or neg- 
lect. ; 

‘Im the past the farmer has found it 
unnecessary to really pay sufficient at- 
tention to the production of quality 
‘and of increasing the yield per acre of 
his crop. An oj]d_ proverb, says: 
“When the market is brisk the seller 
does not take time to Wash the mud 
from his: turnips.” The application 
of fertilizers has not yet become a 
general praettce in this country. When 
‘it is taken up and the proper rotation 
‘of crops becomes general our fields 
‘will be cleaner, ine pest of weeds in 
‘grain will disappear and a hazard of 
blight and insect damage will be less- 
‘ened, while at the same time it is 
reasonable to anticipate that the yield 
on properly fed and cared for ground 
will increase materially. In England 
and in the oldest 4ection of American 
farm land, wheat crops averaging over 
40/ bushels to the acre ave the rule 
rather than the excepticn. 

In first studying application of fer- 
tilizers to soils, the student is struck 
with two facts—first, the essential 
character of lime as a base for all soil 
fertilizing substances; and second, the 
comparative ecopomy by which lime 
‘aud Ume products, suitable for feriili- 
zation, can be obtained and applied tn 
Western Canada. 

While there are many manures and 
fertilizers, natural and artificial, of 
greater or lesser value according to 
what they contain, the purpose of this 
article is to call attention to one’ ma- 
terlal of outstanding merit—lime. 
Lime is plentiful, readily obtainable, 
easily applied by the use of a drill— 
assuring increased production, and ag 
a first aid for most soil troubles there 
is possibly no more efficacious remedy, 

A direct fertilizer is-a plant food in 
which there are elements of plani 
nuirition available for use. To be 

‘available, plant food must be in sol- 
uble form, that is to say, it must be 
in sucli condition that it can be read- 
ily absorbed or taken up by the xpots 
of a plant. A large proportion of 
plant food present in soils is not in 
soluble form, consequently the plant 
roots capnot make use of them until 
by combination with other elements 
they are converted into a condition 
which can be absorbed. These com- 
binaticas are comprised of acids, salis 
and bases or metallic oxides, 

An indirect fertilizer is not neces- 
sarily a plant food, nor does it furnish 
any needed plant food to the soil. Ii, 
however, acts upon compounds already 
present in the soil, uniting with them 
or changing them from unavailable 
to available form. Lime is an exam- 
ple of an indirect fertilizer, It not 
only acts-chemiecally upon the organic 
and inorganic constituents of soils, 
but i: exerts a very powerful influence 
upen their physical err narag It is; 


claimed to have an almost magical 
_ @ffect on crop * production. Lime is 
not only an essential part of plant life, 
bui by its chemical aetivity the or- 
ganic and mineral constituents of 
soils are discomposed or are converted

tion. Nevertheless, a proportion is 
being constantly carried 
drainage, a proportion enters into 
combination with other elements, 
whilst some descends below root 
depths, 

The most profound action of lime 
in soils is as a floceule. Take a glass 
of muddy water and add a quantity of 
pulverized lime—there is an almost 
immediate change in the arrangement 
of particles; they appear first to draw 


away by 


then rapidly settle to the bottom so 
that the top liquid becomes nearly 
lear, the lime practically surrounds 
and envelops each partiéle, with the 
result that whatever mineral matter is 
contained in the particles is. separated 
into individual grains or granules. In 
such form it is ready for absorption. by 
the plant. The effect on soil is to 
convert it from a compact to’ a finely 
granulated condifion, in other words, 
lime carries on and continues the pro- 
céss started by the action of the plow. 

Every farmer should study the fer- 
tility of the soil from which he draws 
his sustenance and should plan to také 
these steps which are necessary to 
maintain and increase the fertility of 
his fields. He will probably find 
lime, im direct application, to be the 
first and wisest method of beginning 
to build up flis soll. Lime is present 
in many “forms in Western Canada, 
and there are already in existence 
many commercial lime producing en 
terprises who could easily put their 
equipment to the production of suit- 
able lime products for agricultural 
use. The time has come when these 
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should be studied, exploited and the 
farmers of’ this country taught to 
make use of this essential fertilizing 


element. It lies at hand waiting only 
the knowledge of its proper applica- 
tion to become a resource of incaleul- 
able value to the country.

The 
Kansas Agricultural College took the 
initiation and on a questionnaire coy- 
ering 1,237 farms in that state found 
that the annuai earnings of farmers 
having a common school education 
was $422; of those with high schooi 
education, $554; those with a partial 
college course, $895; and those with 
full college course, $1,452. All suc- 
ceeding investigations in other states 
showed practically the same results.- 
When it came to the question of 
modern conveniences and improve- 
ments, the college men were always 
in the lead by fifty per cent. or more, 
Perhaps it is the more ambitious men 
who get the education, May be they 
would lead in any case, But with 
data so widely gathered the conclu- 
sion seems clear that education is an 
advantage in every way. Man is de- 
signed to be gomething more than a 
drudge or “a hewer of wood and 
drawer of water.” Anything that 
enhances the yalue of his manhood is 
good and a permanent available as- 
set,—Manitoba Free Press.

Ninety-Four Sawmills in Onalation in 
Three Prairie Provinces 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Oltawa Bays: 

The three prairie provinces in 1920 
produced 154,019,000 board feet . of 
lumber, Manitoba producing 58,419, 
000 feet, Saskatchewan 54,371,000 feet 
and Alberta 41,229 feet, Spruce was 
by far the largest species cut, being 
144,907,000 board feet,  Jackpne pro- 
duced 5,065,000 board feet, of which 
4,092 feet was cut in Alberta, which 
latier also cut 875,000 board feet of 
balsam fir. Manitoba eut 1,176,000 
board feet of poplar and 286,000 feet 
of birch, the only hardwood cut in the 
prairie proyinces,. Saskatchewan 
produced 628,000 board feet of tamar- 
ack,“and Manitoba 260,000 feet of the 
same species. 

There wore $4 sawmills in operation 
in the three provinees in 1920, 40 in 
Manitoba, 27 in Saskatchewan, and 47

dollars, a charge of insurance and un 
covered losses of over sixty-one mil 
lion dollars, On the basis of the 1921 
census, this sum represents seven. do! 
lars per head for every man, woman 
and child In Canada, while the head of 
a family of five, the family unit im this 
country, has to meet a payment of $36 
in real money every year to previde 
for insurance and fire loss, 

“Loss covered by insurance!” has be 
come a’ commonplace’ in Canadian 
newspapers, when reporiing a fire. If 
this were changed to read “loss pald 
by the neighbors” it. would be more 
eorrect as, upon analysis of the insur 
ance companies’ position, it will be 
readily seen that no company could 
continue paying cut money unless it 
had a source of revenue from which 
it could secure its funds. As above 
shown last year the insurance com 
panies collected more than sixteen 
and one-half million’ dollars over and 
above what they returned to cover 
losses, or a loss rate of 68.98 per cent., 
the highest for the past five years, the 
average for this period being 53.52 per 
cent. Large risks are responsible 
for the greater portion of ‘the fire 
losses. In 1922 there were 88 fires 
with losses of over $100,000, seven of 
which 
while there were 480 of over ten thou: 
sand dollars; against 377 the previous 
year, 

This record takes no account of the 
losses from forest fires, the destruc- 
tion being entirely of created re- 
sources, 
terials, or natural resources, — upon 
which human labor had been expend- 
ed to bring them to their finished 
state.

jals, says the Natural Resources In - 


elligence Service of the Department 
of the Interior, our natural resources 
must be again drawn upon and Cana- 
dian workmen must again give their 
labor. Canada is thus suffering an 
anmual economic loss which consti- 
tutes a severe drain upon her national 
wealth, and one which she ean il)- 
afford, with the further result that the 
competition of demand for replace- 
ment materials and labor with that re- 
quired for new production tends to an 
appreciation in prices which acts as a 
detriment to builders.

Yet, for every tree that i# felled, for every log that 
helps to keep the wheels of industry moving, for every 
board that is used in construction, twelve are destroyed 
in the forest by fire. This means that forest fires con- 
sume twelve times the amount of the lumber which 
is the life of Canadian industries, and that each year 
fire is depleting the forests which should Id 
back the rain fall so as to ensure throughout the year 
the moisture which is the life of the farm. Five hun- 
dred thousand acres of forest are burned over in 
Ontario each year, and the governnient of this prov- 
ince is burdened with a forest fire protection organi- 
zation which costs $3,000 a day. 

Why is the country put to such a loss? 

WWeeause there are no means of segregating the 
criminal fools and careless! Take the fire which in 
October last took forty-four lives, rendered thousands 
homeless, and destroyed property valued at eight 
million dollars in ihe vicinity of Haileybury, the ter-

fires, were the result of criminal carelessness, Set- 
tlers allow their slash fires to grow beyond control, 
the sportsman builds his camp fire in a mossy 
place and forgets to extinguish it, a lighted cigarette 
or match is thrown away carelessly and originates a 
small blaze which may soon develop into a holocaust 
beyond contro] of man, 

Years ago the railways were, perhaps, responsible 
for many conflagrations, but not so today, Although 
one half of the Canadian Pacific Railway right-of- 
way lies in forest areas in the east and is flanked by 
forests for hundreds of miles in both Ontario and 
British Columbia, this. railway has long since ceased 
to be a factor in the destruction of the forests, In 
order to eliminate the possibility of-fires being started 
by passing trains, all Canadian Pacific locomotives 
are examined at the end of each trip and great care 
is taken to see that ash pans and front ends are in 
perfect condition. Engineers and firemen are ffiven 
explicit instructions not to dump live coals or to throw 
waste upon the right of way, and should an engine 
crew notice a blaze, by a series of whistles the sec- 
tion men and fire patrol are notified, and the nearest 
despatcher takes steps to secure whatever additional 
men are required. : ' 

The Canadian Pacifie maintains a regular and 


efficient force which patrols the right of way in’ 


forest areas after the passing of trains and which 
cooperates with the Dominion, Provincial and other 
fire prevention organizations to the fullest extent, 
Also at various points:along the line are kept a 
number of fire tank units, each unit consisting of 
two tank cars, each of 7,000-gallon capacity, equipped 
with powerful pumps, and approximately one mile of 
hose. This equipment has proved valuable not onl 
in fighting forest fires but in i og fires w

of Canadian tobacco among the British 
public. The enormotis amount sup- 
plied from Canada in large and small 
quantities to individual soldiers, by 
their flelds was instrumental fn cul- 
fivating a taste for this country’s to- 
bacco among the British soldiers, and, 
this market In the Old Country is 
rapidly enlarging. Canadian tobacco 
is now looked upon very favorably by 
British importers and manufacturers, 
and is recognized as superior to to- 
bacco imported from other British col 
nies, such as South Africa and Rho- 
desia, owing to Its excellent flavor, 
while at the same time it compares 
very favorably with the best grown in 
the United States. So great bas the 
British demand for Canadian tobacco 
become that over one million pounds, 
¥yrown in Essex County, Ontario, was 
shipped to Great Britain during 1922, 
to be used in the manufacture of cigar- 
ettes, pipe tobacco and twists. In an- 
ticipation of increased requirements 
in Great Britain {ft is reported that a 
British tobacco firm has’. purchased 
land at Kingston, Ontario, and pro- 
poses to erect a modern factory there 
for the processing and curing of Can 
adian leaf tobacco. The Canadian 
Tobacco Growers’ Co-operative Com- 
pany has entered into a contract to 
supply the new, British firm wit 
000,000 pounds of dark leaf tobacco. 
The growth of Canada’s export trade 
in tobacco is strongly emphasized in 
the returns for the past three years, 
200,153 pounds of unmanufactured to 
baeco being exported in the fiscal year

1922, and 1,100,007 pounds #n1923, In 
March, 1922 there was 62,632 pounds 
exported, while for the same month 
this year there. was 173,568 pounds 
sent to outside markets. 

How Canadian tobacco-users are in- 
creasing the consumption of the home- 
grown product is shown by the record 
of*imports for the past three years. 
In 1920 there was imported 21,120,729 
pounds of unmanufactured tobacco, in

Origin Of Golf 
ee 
Was Popular Game in Scotland As 
Early As 1457 

The origin of golf seems wrapped in 
mystery, the honor apparently lying 
between Scotland and the Nether- 
lands, and most of us arbitrarily 
awarding it to the land of our own 
descent. Of course, the game largely 
as we-know it came to us from 
Scotland, and as early as 1457 had be- 
come so popular theve that the Scol- 
tish Parliament of that year found it 
necessary to pass & law against it, 
The people were giving so much time 
to the game that they were neglecting 
the practice of arehery, upon which 
the safety of the country depended. 
This law, not proving as efficacious as 
desired, another act was passed 14 
years later, The country seemed 
wedded to golf; and we must, at least, 
arrive at the conclusion that if Scot- 
land did not originate the game, she 
knew a good thing when she saw it, 
and at an early date assimilated it 
more completely than any other coun- 
try of which we have record,-—Serib- 
ners.

Fight Insect Pests 


Plans Perfected. at International Con. 
ference for Conducting Experi- 
mental Work * 

As a result of an International coa- 
ference on insects of importance both 
to the Northwestern Slates and the 
prairie prowinces of Canada, recently 
held at Winnipeg, Manitoba, plans 
were perfected for conducting expert- 
mental work in the cohtrol of thebe in- 
sects, The experiments are to be 
earried on in such a way. as to render 
the results comparable in all the dis- 
tricts involved. For the purpose of 
plotting the occurrence of the princl- 
pal insect pests of common importance 
to Canada and the United States, a 
base map of all the international ter- 
ritory affeeted has been prepared. 

The principal pests discussed at the 
conference were grasshoppers, the 
western wheat stem saw-fly, the pale 
western cutworm, and the Hessian fly. 
The Bureau of Entomology of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture was represented at the confer- 
ence, as well as the Dominion Hatome 
logica! Branch,

Coming Of 
Wireless Age 


May Direct Path of Everything Mov- 
Ing on Surface of the Earth 

Under the heading, “Coming of the 
Wireless Age,” a British scientist con- 
tributes a striking article to a London 
newspaper, in which he predicts that 
wireless will be used in the near fu- 
ture for directing ships at sea, train 
and trolley service, traffic control on 
the road, fleets of battleships and &ir- 
craft.. “It will be possible,” he says, 
“to direct the path of everything mov- 
ing on the surface of the earth, not 
even excepting human beings, by 
means of wireless.” 1 

The {initial step in harnéssing this 
potent and little-known force was 
the establishment some weeks ago of 
a wireless lighthouse on Inchkeith Is- 
fand, in the Firth of Forth. By 
means of this “lighthouse,” ships can 
be directed through the dangerous 
channels of the Firth by wireless, so 
that there is no possibility of their 
running ashore or being wrecked even 
on the darkest night or in the densest 
fogs. 

Steps are being taken, in conjunc- 
tion with the British Board of Trade 
and the meteorological office, to inter- 
nationalize wireless direction of ships 
at sea. At the present moment there 
is lying in the Port of London a ship 
that has been specially” fitted with 
powerful wireless receiving sets to 
give demonstrations of this new 
method of navigation in all the prin- 
cipal ports of the world. 

Setting out from London, this mis- 
sionary ship will sail for China, via 
the Mediterranean, Indian Ocean and 
the Straits, and thence ‘on to, North 
d South America, and back ‘across 
the Atlantic to Europe-and South 
Africa, giving demonstrations at every 
big port en route. 

The most ambitious effort, how- 
ever, will be a cross-Atlantic aero- 
plane fight which is to be made late 
in the summer. The machine will 
carry both pilot and observer, but 
their attentions will be confined to 
the actual flying side. 

Setting out from Newfoundland, for 
the first 600 miles of its flight the 
aeroplane will be directed by the Glace 
Bay Wireless Station. Then it will 
be picked up and navigated by a 
wireless “lightship,” cruising in mid- 
ocean, to a point where control will be 
transmitted to Ongar, the big operat- 
ing station in this country. 

The whole 2,000 miles of flight will 
be directed by wireless.

Former Kaiser Has Quarrel With 
Municipal Authorities at Doorn 

William Hohenzollern is quarrelling 
with the Dutch over the payment of 
taxes. He is now engaged in a dis- 
pute withthe municipal authorities of 
Doorn over the question of local as- 
sessments. . Thé former German em- 
peror refuses to pay, contending that 
the municipality is not entitled to its 
demand because he:came to Holland 
a Pe eompulsion. 

The Doorn city fathers maintain 
that he came there voluntary, and 
have decided to enforce the law with 
retrospective effect. 

The municipal council of Ameron- 
gen, where the former emperor re- 
sided the first year of his exile, has 
not been slow in following up the 
decision of the Doorn counci), and 
proposes to submit its claim for ar- 
rears in taxes.

Dr. Kammerer stated that he took 
the proteus—a sickly whjte-hued crea- 
ture with no outer vestige of an eye-—— 
from its’dark environment, and placed 
it in the daylight. But the effect ot 
ordinary daylight merely caused a 
dark plgment to form on the skin 
which destroyed all chances of optic 
development, Thereupon, he secured 
a young proteus and exposed it to a 
red light for five years. 

“The water,” he stated, “In which it 
lived was continually filuminated. 
Ordinary red light develops the dor- 
mant eyes, causes it to grow eighteen 
times its original size, and makes it 
penetrate the skin under which it was 
previously hidden.” 

The blind porteus, with a biind an 
cestry of a thousand years behind it, 
came to see, and its body color chang- 
ed- from a forced rhubarb appearance 
to a respectable dark hue.

Oldest English Inn 


Was Given License As An Alehouse In 
1397 

One of the oldest inns in England ts 
the George Inn, at a village near Bath, 
called Norton St. Philip. It is a half. 
timbered house, with walls three feet 
thick, and was licensed as an alehouse 
in 1397. It has historic interest as 
the Duke of Monmouth and Oliver 
Cromwall slept beneath its roof—the 
Duke ‘of Monmouth, on the night of 
June 26, 1685, just before the battle of 
Sedgemoor. There is a small oak 
chair of the same period which was 
used in this bedroom; and tf massive 
oak door is intact and shows the same

Mystery of the Heavens 


Inventors Spent Much Time On fn- 
struments to Measure Sun and 
Stars 


Professor H. Turner, in a lecture 


delivered at the Royal Institute, said 


that we could make a_ soup-plate 
seem the same size as the sun or the 
moon by putting it at a suitable dis- 


tance from the eye. 


The subject of his lecture was, 
“The Size of a Star,” and he told 


his audience how ingenious world aa: 


tronomers had been in inventing ac? 
curate methods of measurements. 
“You will have noticed that the sun 
and the moon seem to be the same 
size, but the sun is 400 times larger 
than the moon. Now, even if we 
know the distance of the stars from 
the earth, they seem to be of no size 


at all, even in the biggest telescopes.” 


It looked as if it were not pos- 
sible to know-the size of the stars 
until Michelson, the American, show- 
ed how to adapt a small telescope to 
a system of mirrors. 3 

In that way the first star, Alpha, in 
the constellation of Orlon, was meas- 
ured and found to be 400 times as 
large as the sun. It was hoped to 
measure @ smaller star in the future. 


Frenchman’s’ Daring Stunt 


Rode Bicycle to Ground from Eiffel 
| Tower Station 

Riding from the first station of 
the Eiffel Tower to the ground on a 
bicycle was the daring achievement 
of a young Frenchman. . In the first 
leap the bieycle covered forty steps. 
The remaining steps were covered 
at the rate of from fifteen to twenty 
in‘each jump. In less than one and 
one-half minutes he had covered the 
entire distance of ninety yards and 
was only slightly scratched on one 
leg as he rounded a post at the bot- 
tom.
